If you type “check, Check, CHECK”, all of these words will be judged correct. This is because when a word is 
at the beginning of a sentence, it starts with a capital letter, while if it is part of a title it consists entirely of capital 
letters. If, however, you type “CHeck”, it will be judged incorrect. 


ein the case of words which always begin with a capital letter, such as America, both “America” and “AMERICA” 


will be judged correct, however “america” will be judged incorrect. 


Sometimes the buzzer will sound even if you type a correct word, because the word is not in the dictionary.
